He 
was a favorite with the Indians whom 
he tried to elevate. There was not 
a red man between Battleford and 
Kildonan whe did net. know him in 
the old days, and with the genial hos- 
pitality of the early settler he never 
locked his doors, leaving them open 
to the wayfarer and the stranger, red 


or white. He leaves a wife, two 
daughters and threesons. The daugh- 
ters are: Mrs. John Norquay, of 


Winnipeg; and Mrs. Andrew Argte, 
of Prince Albert. He was also a cous- 
in of Bishop Matheson and a brother 
of Archibaid Pritchard, of Winnipeg ;
